The general tax rate for 1972-73 
will be $5.992—the same as last 
year. The overall tax cut will be 
of about 6.4 cents, 

This decision was made at the 
August 1 Board of Education 
meeting. A publication budget 
had been approved July 19, which 
established a 10-cent general tax 
fund cut for a $3,516,358 budget. 
Because of a fluctuation in the 
assessed valuations it was 
thought that an increase would 
be necessary rather than a de- 
crease in the general tax fund. 


However, the budget has been 
trimmed to $3,473,314 and the 
Board voted 3-1 on a motion by 
Jack Rosano to finance the cut 
reserve. Bruce 
Arnold, the dissenting voter, said 
during the debate: “I don’t be- 
lieve this is a good idea.” and 
that the motion was ‘financially 
irresponsible.” He further said, 
that ‘‘We owe it to the commun- 
ity to be a little more far seeing 
and increase the rate to provide} 
a more reasonable reserve ac- 
count.” 

Robert Chin, the Board’s presi- 
dent, summed up the majority's 
view by saying that the motion 
“will not seriously damage the 
position of the budget.” 

Three other budgets were al- 
so passed during the meeting. 
A bond interest and redemption 
fund of $80,330, a cafeteria 
fund of $83,302, and a Chil- 
dren’s Center Fund of $234,924 
were all passed by a 4-0 vote 

(Mrs. Ruth Ganong was absent 
from the meeting). The cafe- 
teria fund requires no tax reve- 
nue. The other two, the Chil- 
dren’s Center with a tax rate 
the same as last year (4c), and

At the request of the White 
House, the American Red Cross 
is mobilizing volunteers through- 
out the country to aid in finding 
the elderly people in need of 
Government food assistance and 
help them obtain it if they- are 
eligible. 

Termed “Project FIND,” the 
Government program is an out- 
growth of the 1972 White House 
Conference on Aging. Confer- 
ence Chairman Arthur S. Flem- 
ing has stated that while 2.5 mil- 
lion Social Security recipients are 
now getting food stamps or sur- 
plus food, ‘‘many thousands more 
simply. don’t know they can get 
this food.” Many of these old 
people are suffering from malnu- 
trition and others are “even on 
the verge of starvation,’ he said. 

The major thrust of Project 
FIND activity will be during the 
90-day period, August 15 to No- 
vember 15. The Berkeley Red 
Cross chapter will be responsible 
for furnishing volunteers for the 
Berkeley-Albany-Kensington area. 

Mrs. Tamara Mihailovski, Ber- 
keley Red Cross supervisor for 
“Project FIND,” stresses the 
need for volunteers, both men 
and women, of college age or 
older. No experience is required, 
as volunteers will be trained for 
their work by the Red Cross, she 
explained. 

There will be special need for 
volunteers who speak a foreign 
language, Spanish in particular, 
and for those who have cars and 
can take elderly clients to the 
Welfare office if necessary, Mrs. 
Michailovski said. 

Those interested in helping to 
fight hunger among the elderly 
poor are asked to call the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, Berkeley Chapter, 
2116 Allston Way and volunteer 
for “Project FIND.” Churches 
and organizations willing to help 
the Red Cross by recruiting vol- 
unteers from among their mem- 
bers are urged to contact the Red 
Cross, Berkeley office, 845-1430.

 Albany’s Health Department 
has released some tips for sum- 
mer camping, not only to make it 
more healthy but also more fun. 
__The family which 
camping expedition for its sum-| 
mer vacation is looking for rug-! 
ged, informal living, and may be 
much less inclined than usual to 
be squeamish about personal 
cleanliness or cautious about per- 
sonal safety. Yet there are some 
‘health and safety hazaras associ- 
ated with camping which ought 
not to be ignored. Many of these 
potentially dangerous situations 
can be avoided if you are aware 
of them, and some of the health 
threats which may develop can, 
if treated properly, be kept from 
becoming serious, 

Among the things every camp- 
er should know: 

Tetanus shots: Anyone who is 
active in the outdoors and comes 
in direct contact with soil runs 
the risk of a tetanus infection. 
This infection is more likely to 
develop in the small, penetrating 
(and therefore unnoticed) wound 
than in the large, open wound. 
Tetanus is completely prevent- 
able through immunization. If 
you have not had your complete 
series of three tetanus shots, do 
so before you set out for the wil- 
derness. If you have had your 
series, be sure to get a booster 
shot if one is due. Boosters need 
not be obtained more often than 
every five years. Call the Albany 
Health Department, 526-611. 

Ticks: This tiny, insect-like 
creature, found in brush and 
woods, attaches itself to persons 
and feeds on them. If the tick 
has been previously feeding on an 
infected animal, it may in turn 
infect its human host with Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever, a disease 
which can be very serious. The

important step in preventing this | 


infection is to detect the tick and 
remove it as promptly as possible. 

Snake bites: Every camping 
family should take with it a 
Snake bite kit, which has every- 
thing you will need for the first 
aid treatment of ‘snake bites 
(check with your pharmacist). 
Poisonous snakes are found. in 
most parts of the country, but 
this is not as ominous as_ it 
sounds, because snakes are no 
fonder of people than people are 
of them. They will strike only 
if they are stepped on, handled, 
teased, or otherwise disturbed. 

Swimming safety: Because you 
will be swimming in sites which 
are unfamiliar to you, you may 
run risks that would not threaten 
you on your favorite beach. Be- 
fore diving in a new place, test 
the water for depth and for hid- 
den logs or rocks. If you get 
caught in a strong current, don’t 
try to fight it. Don’t forget the 
Safeguards which you observe 
while swimming at home: don’t 
swim in water that is too cold, 
and don’t swim immediately after 
a meal, 

Sleeping bags: If your sleep- 
ing bag was cleaned at the end! 
of last season and then: stored, | 
air it thoroughly before you use| 
it. The solvent which is used 
‘in the commercial cleaning of 
this equipment clings to it for a 
long time, particularly if the bag 
is rolled up and stored. It can do 
damage both in direct contact | 
with the skin and through inhala- 
tion. This chemical can readily 
‘be dispelled by airing. 

_ Drinking water: If you camp 
where piped water is not avail- 
able, stream or lake water should 
be boiled or treated with purifi-

Virginia Knater, Sigua Assist- 
ant to President Nixon for Con- 
sumer Affaii's, has’ some ‘advice 
for everyone plagued by So* -called 
“Junk mail.”’ 

If you want to rid your mail 
box of all unwanted mail, you 
should ask the Direct Mail Ad- 
vertising Association and~ the 
U.S. Postal Service for ‘help 

Direct Mail Advertising Asso- 
ciation represent 1600 companies 
that send advertisements to per- 
sons on their mailing lists. To 
remove your name from _ these 
lists, ask the association for a 
“name-removal” application form. 
When you return the form, the 
association will request all its 
members (and some non-mem- 
bers) to remove your name from 
their lists within 60 days. Write 
‘Consumer Relations, Direct Mail 
Advertising Association, Inc., 230 
Park Ave., New York, N.Y. 10017. 

The Association says that since 
it usually does not- represent lo- 
eal companies and charitable or- 
ganizations, it does not take the 


responsibility of asking them to. 


remove your name from their 
mailing lists, 

Also, the Association’s name- 
removal service is not designed 
to take your name off one com- 
pany’s mailing list without tak- 
ing it off lists of all companies. 
To remove your name from an 
individual company’s list, you 
will have to make your Own spe- 
cial written request to the com- 
pany. 

The U.S. Postal Service can 
help you to get your name off all 
mailing lists used by ‘“‘smut 
peddlers.” A Federal law pro- 
tects you and your family from 
receiving sexually oriented ma- 
terials in the mail. 

Ask a clerk at the post office 
for a copy of form No, 2201. Fill 
out the form, including your 
name and the names of others 
in your family, and return it to 
the postal clerk. The Postal Serv- 
ice in Washington will add your 
name to its list of persons who 
do not want to receive pornog- 
raphy, and the list will be made 
available to all mailers of porno- 
graphic material. Thirty days 
after your name is added to the 
list, any mailer who sends you 
sexually oriented advertisements 
is subject to civil and criminal 
Jegal action by the Postal Service.

‘The only way to do 
that is to visit a home, look 
‘around and ask questions, If you 
want a good idea of what to look 
for in a particular home, you 
may want to use Federal regula- 
tions as a check list, according 
to Virginia Knauer of Consumer 
Affairs. 

The Federal regulations apply 
only to nursing homes that re- 
ceive Federal funds. To receive 
these funds, each nursing home 
must: 

—Maintain an organized nurs- 
ing service, directed by a full- 
time professional registered 
nurse, with at least one licensed 
practical nurse on duty at all 
times and with sufficient auxili- 
ary personnel, including attend- 
ants and nurses aides, to ensure 
that each patient receives ade- 
quate care; 

—Provide professional meal 
planning services for patients on 
special medically prescribed 
diets; 

—Keep a separate medical rec- 
ord for each patient admitted 
with entries kept current, dated, 
and signed; 

—Assure that each patient is 
under a doctor’s care, with visits 
at least once every 30 days and 
provisions recorded in the clin- 
ical record for medical care dur- 
ing the doctor’s absence; 
| —Assure that drugs and medi- 
cations are properly administered 
and that prescription orders re- 
main in effect no longer than 30 
days unless extensions are re- 
corded in writing by the doctor; 

—Provide for adequate med- 
ical attention to patients during 


medical emergencies, including 
arrangements for transfer to a 
‘hospital; 


—Assure that State and local 
fire protection codes are observed, 
that reports of periodic inspec- 
tions by local fire control author- 
ities are kept on file, that fire 
extinguishers are conveniently 
located on each floor ahd im*spe-
